Dr. Pryor nrst became connected 
with the University as Medical Ex- 
aminer in 1886 when the institution 
wns an Agricultural and Mechani- 
cal college known as the State Col- 
lege. He began his classroom In- 
st nut Ion work in 1890 and since 
that time has been continuously 
connected with the institution 

Dr. Pryor holds the distinction 
of being the only man In Kentucky 
whose name is listed in all of the 
following organizations: American 
Men of Science. Who's Who in Am- 
erica. Who's Who of American 
Physicians and Surgeons, and 
Who's Who of American Authors. 
He was the first man to administer 
ether in Lexington. 

Born in Palmyra. Mo., on April 
3. 1956. Dr. Pryor received his early- 
education in a private school of 
tliat city. He later was graduated 
from St. Paul's College, an Episco- 
pal school of that community, and 
finished his schooling as a grad- 
uate of the Medical Department of 
the University of Missouri. He be- 
gan his career as a general prac- 
ticioner in Palmyra and treated his 
first patient in the same house 
where his father, also a doctor, had 
treated his first Mlssourian patient 
25 years before. Several years later 
he went to St. Louis where he was 
for one year in the office of Dr.

nection with natural history. Short- 
ly after this the college established 
one ot the first pre-medlcal courses 
in the United 8tates. Among the 
many well known men who have 
studied under Dr. Pryor was the 
late Dr Arthur S Loevenhart. for- 
mer nead of the Department of 
Pharmacology and Toxicology at 
the University of Wisconsin, and 
Dr. William Carpenter MacCarty. 
present pathologist of the Mayo 
Clinic. Dr. MacCarty has often said 
that he received his inspiration 
from Dr. Pryor and recently wrote 
the latter a letter in which he said. 
I am sending you some of my re- 
cent reprints, showing your influ- 
ence still exists." 

Dr. Pryor first became Interested 
in X-ray research work in 1890 fol- 
lowing an accident which occurred 
to a student in the College of En- 
gineering. The young man lost sev- 
eral fingers in a planing machine 
and Dr. Pryor dressed the wound. 
Some time later he had an X-ray 
made of the boy's hand to see how 
the ends of the bones were healing. 
From this time he made frequent 
pictures of children's hands in or- 
der to study the ossification of the 
bones. 

In this work he has made several 
discoveries relating to the growth of 
the bones and he was the first man 
to establish the difference in the 
ossification of the male and female 
skeletons He also discovered that 
ossification begins much sooner 
than had been thought before, and 
corrected the prevailing textbooks 
on the nature of ossification In the 
carpus. These views have been ac- 
c?pted by textbooks all over the 
world and accredited to Dr. Pryor. 

During the time he ha.", been con- 
nected with the University, he has 
been a member of the City Board 
of Health and the Fayette County 
Board of Health for more than 10 
years until his resignation. He has 
also been president of the Fayette 
County Medical Society, first vice 
president of the Kentucky State 
Medical Society, and a member of 
Source Research Council of the 
I United States. 

Dr. Pryor read a paper on ossi- 
fication before the Anatomical So- 
ciety of Great Britain and Ireland. 
In London on November 25, 1927, 
and again before the Anatomical 
Society, Ecole de Medecin. In Paris, 
France, on December 1, 1927. This 
paper titled "Differences in the 
Time of Appearance of Centers of 
Ossification In the Male and Fe- 
male Skeleton" has since been

Dean of Women 
Of Texas College 
Asked to Resign 

Mary C. Brogden. dean of women 
at Southwest State Teachers' col- 
lege. San Marcos, Texas, against 
whom students, asking for her dis- 
missal, have filed nineteen specific 
charges, is in hot water. 

At a recent mass meeting of the 
students, at which 200 were present, 
it was asked that Dean Brogden be 
dismissed because of numerous un- 
reasonable laws which she was al- 
leged to have been enforcing. 

Dean Brogden, the protesting stu- 
dents charge, went so far as to pre- 
vent eds and co-eds speaking to 
each other on the campus. A girl 
could not speak to her own brother 
outside of dating hours, nor could 
she walk through town on Sunday. 

The dean went so far as to hold 
girls responsible for the conduct of 
their visitors, and to enforce rigid 
demands for date slips by freshman 
girls, complaint said. She prohib- 
ited among other things, the meet- 
ing of clubs after 6 o'clock in the 
evening. 

Members of the administration at 
this southwestern school, in an ef- 
fort to prevent her being dismissed, 
have suggested that the rigid laws 
be done away with or altered.—
